DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants canceled claims 2 and 3. 

2. In view of the amendment, previous 102(a) rejection on claims 1 and 2 over WO 
02/086624 A1 is hereby withdrawn. 

3. Due to new grounds of rejections, the following rejections are made non-final. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

5. Claims'are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Neef et al 
(US 2004/01 10089 A1). 

In Example 1, Neef teaches 4-hydroxybenzoic acid (which teaches present 
compound of formula (14) and (20)) grafted to tris(2,3-epoxypropyl)isocyanurate (which 
teaches present compound of formula (13)), and the structure for the graft product 
would be as shown below; 
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In Example 1, Neef prepares anti-reflective coating composition containing the 
compound shown above, a crosslinking agent, p-toluene sulfonic acid. The anti- 
reflective coating composition is spin-coated onto an 8-inch silicon wafer and then 
baked. A photoresist composition is applied to the film. Then, the photoresist 
composition is patterned, followed by a development step (see [0066]). Thus, Neef 
teaches present inventions of claims 1 , 4, 5 and 7-19 (present claim 5 does not require 
the presence of triazine trione oligomer or triazine trione polymer). 

6. Claim 6 is allowed. Neef does not teach or suggest present reaction product of 
claim 6. 

7. The Examiner would like to point out that present claims 4, 5, 7 and 8 are 
missing periods at the end of claims*. Appropriate correction is required.
